REMARKS 

Claims 44-49 are pending: An 'Office Action mailed December 13, 2005 allowed 
Claims 45-47 and rejected Claims 48 and 49 under 35 U.S.C. § 103. By way of this Amendment, 
Applicant hereby cancels Claims 48 and 49 and adds new Claims 50-52. Pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.111, Applicant respectfully request reconsideration of the application. 
Rejection of Claims 48 and 49 Under 35 U.S.C. § 103
